A writer in the Evening Post, seemingly 


intimately acquainted with the history and 
character of PEEL, closes a biography of tie 
great Commoner, which has occupied several 
numbers of that p.'iper, with the following 
account of tho private character of Sir 11. 


It may bo expected that, in concluding such 


a memoir of a decidttdly great man, 
some ac- 


count of his private character should bo given 
by one who knew him so long and so wfcll. 
Sir Robert Peel was a pious Christinn,a firm 
beluwer in revealed religion, scrupulously at- 
tending public worship and encouraging pri>- 
vatc pi ayer. 
He wtu exemplary in all 


domestic duties, a dutiful son, a kind husband, 
;vn indulgent lather ; brave, gentle, placable, 
honorable, true ; and all these in the highest 
degree. Had he, then, no laulls? Nothing 
in this world is perfect ; but the faults of Sir 
Robert Peel were the almost necessary con- 
sequences of his position in the world. 
He 


was cold, unfriendly, proud, (no wonder !) — 
lie was selfish — no, not selfish, «s coveting 
the blessings of others, but he seemed doomed 
to live by himself and lor himself. Ilia great 
talents, his extensive learning, his immense 
wealth, his high elation, miscd him above the 
common race of mortals. He stood like a 
statue on the top of a lofty column, for meu 
to gaze at but not approach. 


l)ido says, that tho remembrance of licr 


own sorrows made her assist the sorrowful. 
Sir llobert hud no sorrows to remember. — 
His career was uninterrupted prosperity. 
Harried to a lovely woman, with whom b« 
lived in sweet aifection — parent of a numer- 
ous fnmily, all of whom he (-aw grown up in 
comfort, and respectability — himself enjoying 
constant and unusual health, and every blecn- 
ing which wealth and honor could give, he 
seemed separated by fate from (thc cares and 
troubles of mortality. 


Goldsmith, in describing an amiable man, 


says, that 


His pity gavceic charity bc^an. 


The very contrary was the cnse with Sir Rob- 
ert Peel. He JMVC from a sense of duty, not 
from feeling. The head dictated, not tfcc 
heart. 


Sir Robert built churches, endowed schools, 


gave money to hospitals, joined all public sub- 
scriptions. 


Reason and revelation both assure us, that 


such donations, produced by genuine Chric- 
tiaii charity, are far more beneficial to society 
than the mere ebullitions of pity ; but siieii 
donat ions proceeding from no sympathy, they 
cxcitu no sympathy. They fill no eyes with 
tears of gratitude, no mouth with shouts ot 
praise. Thus stood this great and good 
man, 


alone amidst nn astonished crowd, surround- 
ed by many followers but few friends— uni- 
versally admired, but rarely loved. 


SST What an instance of the " temper* 


mutimter" is the recent death of Samne! 
Towusend, who died the other day of starvn- 
tion itnd penury in Saint Giles's. The man 
was tlie son of the celebrated Mr. Town«ml, 
so well known at Tattersall'x and on the turf. 
and iu early life drew a check for eight thou- 
sand pounds on his father's bankers, and spent 
the money in folly and dissipation in Paris; 
lifter which his family discarded him. For 
some time previous to his death he picked tip 
a precarious existence by begging and look- 
ing alter the horses of the hack cabmen, and 
slept about at night in cellars, door-w»y?, 
lanes, courts, or anywhere, hnd literally died 
in adust-hole, in which he was found with hw 
face downwards, and buried in the du»t ami 
filth.
